4-  Causes  of  Sickness. 

Influenza  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  was  widespread  but  very  mild 
in  character. 

No  other  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  were  noteworthy. 

5.  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals  and  Institutions. 

Professional  Nursing  at  home.  The  Stourbridge  District  Nursing 
Association,  which  is  a  voluntary  organization,  employs  3  Nurses,  whose 
services  are  available  for  any  resident.  A  portion  of  the  District,  viz., 
Upper  Swinford,  has  a  Parochial  Nurse. 

The  Stourbridge  Dispensary  is  a  voluntary  dispensary  under  the 
supervision  of  a  Resident  Medical  Officer. 

There  is  no  provision  for  professional  nursing  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  treated  at  home. 


Midwives.  The  Midwives  Act  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council. 

The  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  No.  40,  New  Road, 
is  under  the  control  of  a  Voluntary  Committee  and  a  contribution  is  made 
by  the  Town  Council  to  the  funds  of  this  Committee. 

A  School  Clinic  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  a  Tuberculosis 
Clinic  at  the  Dispensary  are  controlled  by  the  County  Council. 


Sanatorium  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council. 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  the 
Borough,  but  cases  are  treated,  amongst  other  places,  at  the  Corbett 
Hospital,  which  is  just  outside  the  Borough  boundary.

The  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  including  Sanatoria,  is  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Hayley  Green,  as  well  as  a 
Smallpox  Hospital,  are  provided  by  the  Local  Authorities  of  the  Borough 
of  Stourbridge,  Urban  District  Council  of  Lye  and  Wollescote,  and  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  Halesowen. 
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The  Corbett  General  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Amblecote  and  is  supported  by  this  and  the  adjoining  districts. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : —

7.  Sanitary  Administration. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  follows  this,  gives 
details  relating  to  Sanitary  Administration  in  the  Borough. 


8.  Public  Health  Staff. 

The  Staff  consists  of  a  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a 
whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector.  One  half  of  the  salaries  of  these  Officers 
is  contributed  by  Exchequer  grants. 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  the  diplomas  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Inspector  of  Meat  and  other  Roods. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  also  acts  as  Inspector  under  the  Petroleum  Acts 
and  Shops  Acts. 

There  is  also  a  Clerk — Assistant  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector — who 
holds  the  Inspector’s  qualification  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR  for  the  Year  1921. 


fo  His  Worship  the:  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members 
of  the  Stourbridge  Town  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  work  done  in 
my  department  during  the  year  1921,  being  my  Twenty-first  Annual 
Report. 

Complaints. — During  the  year,  115  complaints  were  received  relating 
to  various  nuisances  and  insanitary  conditions. 

Inspection  of  District. — The  number  of  inspections  and  re-inspections 
made  during  the  year  was  2304.  These  were  as  follows  : — General 
inspections  oi  houses  and  premises,  549  ;  Inspection  under  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  District  Regulations)  38  ;  Infectious  disease,  102  ;  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Cases,  29  ;  Re-inspections  and  re-visits,  1273  ;  Slaughter-houses, 
176  ;  Cowsheds,  41  ;  Workshops,  35  ;  Bakehouses,  18  ;  Vans,  43  ; 
Total,  2304. 

In  making  these  inspections  1391  sanitary  defects,  nuisances  or 
contraventions  of  your  Byelaws  were  found.  There  were  1691  defects 
not  remedied  at  the  end  of  1920  and  these,  together  with  the  1391  defects 
met  with  during  the  year  1921,  make  a  total  of  3082  insanitary  conditions 
requiring  attention. 

1083  defects  were  remedied  during  the  year,  thus  leaving  1999 
insanitary  conditions  unabated. 

The  large  number  of  defects  not  remedied  is  accounted  for  by  reason 
of  some  of  the  defects  only  at  houses  having  been  attended  to,  leaving 
other  work  to  be  done  later.  In  these  cases  the  records  of  the  work 
done  will  be  completed  when  the  work  is  finished. 

The  drains  at  16  premises  were  tested  with  the  Smoke  Machine. 

Notices. — T43  written  or  preliminary  intimation  notices  were  sent 
during  the  year,  mostly  being  letters  setting  out  in  detail  the  defects 
found,  and  the  suggested  alterations  or  remedies.  The  latter  being  in  the 
form  of  a  general  specification.  Many  of  the  Notices  referred  to  several 
houses,  as  only  one  letter  or  preliminary  Notice  is  sent  in  those  cases 
where  several  adjoining  houses  belong  to  one  Owner. 

294  Houses  or  premises  were  dealt  with  in  the  143  Notices. 

In  many  cases,  particularly  when  drains  are  obstructed,  the  persons 
concerned  are  interviewed ;  and  the  defects  are  remedied  without 
Notices  being  served.  109  Notices  were  complied  with  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

In  those  cases  where  the  preliminary  Notices  are  not  complied 
with,  the  matters  are  reported  to  your  Sanitary  Committee  in  my  Monthly 
Report,  and  under  your  instructions,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  133  Statutory  Notices  were  served,  as  follows  : —

Offensive  Trades. — The  following  Offensive  Trades  are  carried  on  in 
the  district  : — Fish  Fryers,  7  ;  Hide  and  Skin  Dealers,  1  ;  Fat  Melter,  1  ; 
Feather  Dresser,  1  ;  Tripe  Boilers,  4.  One  application  for  permission 
to  commence  a  Fish  Frying  business  was  granted  and  one  refused. 

Bakehouses.— There  are  14  Bakehouses,  3  of  which  are  Factories. 
Extensive  alterations  to  one  Bakehouse  were  carried  out. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  -23  Persons  are  registered  as 
Milk  Sellers,  15  of  whom  are  Cow-keepers  in  the  Borough.  There  are 
approximately  89  Cows  kept. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  232 
Workshops  on  the  Register. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  is  one  old  registered  house  and  one 
licensed  house.  The  returns  of  the  number  of  lodgers  sleeping  at  these 
houses  during  the  year  were  as  follows  : — (The  figures  represent  the 
number  of  times  the  beds  were  occupied,  and  not  the  individual  lodgers 
staying  at  the  houses  ;  thus  one  person  lodging  at  a  house  for  seven  nights 
is  counted  seven  times).

Outworkers’  Lists. — Thirty  lists  of  Outworkers  were  received  during 
the  year,  containing  the  names  of  52  Outworkers,  33  of  whom  resided 
outside  the  Borough. 

The  names  of  4  Outworkers,  resident  in  the  Borough,  were  received 
from  other  Local  Authorities. 

Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations.— During  the  year  38 
houses  were  inspected  under  the  above  Regulations. 

No  Closing  Orders  were  made  by  the  Town  Council,  but  the  Owner 
of  No.  3,  High  Street  gave  notice  of  intention  to  close  this  house  in 
consequence  of  a  Notice  under  Section  28  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning, 
etc,  Act,  1919,  having  been  served.  This  house  was  subsequently  given 
to  the  Town  Council  who  demolished  it  in  1922. 

At  the  Town  Council  Meeting  on  29th  November,  1920,  the  question 
of  demolition  of  Nos.  1,  3  and  5,  Birmingham  Street,  was  considered, 
and  Notices  served  fixing  the  18th  January,  1921,  as  the  date  of  further 
consideration,  and  on  the  latter  date  the  Sanitary  Committee  recom¬ 
mended  that  Demolition  Orders  should  be  made.  The  houses  were 
subsequently  demolished  by  the  Owner. 

Nos.  1  and  3,  Vicarage  Road,  have  been  repaired,  and  the  Closing 
Orders  rescinded. 

Appeals  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  made  against  the  Closing 
Orders  relating  to  Nos.  4,  5  and  6  Green  Street,  and  Nos.  7,  8  and  9, 
and  Nos.  1  and  2  at  rear  of  7  and  8  Green  Street. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  on  4th  May,  1921,  in  respect  of  the  Appeal 
against  the  Closing  Orders  of  the  latter  five  houses.  The  decision  was 
adjourned  to  enable  the  Owner,  within  four  months,  to  submit  a  scheme 
for  the  reconstruction  and  repair  of  these  houses.  A  specification  was 
submitted  early  in  1921,  but  the  Owner  subsequently  informed  the 
Ministry  that  the  work  could  not  be  carried  out  whilst  the  houses  were 
occupied.  In  May  1921,  the  Ministry  sent  an  abridged  specification  to 
the  Owner  and  requested  that  work  specified  should  be  done.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  this  request  had  not  been  complied  with. 

An  Inquiry  in  respect  of  an  Appeal  against  the  Closing  Orders 
relating  to  Nos.  4,  5  and  6  Green  Street,  was  held  on  20th  May,  1920. 
The  Appeal  in  these  cases  was  dismissed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  Ministry  requested,  in  view  of  the  general  house  shortage,  that  the 
Town  Council  would  refrain  from  putting  the  Closing  Orders  into  execution 
for  the  present.  Considerable  correspondence  with  the  Ministry  and  the 
legal  representative  of  the  Owners  has  since  taken  place.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  matter  was  still  under  consideration. 

Sanitary  Condition  of  Theatres,  Etc. — In  accordance  with  the  Home 
Office  Circular  of  25th  August,  1920,  I  made  inspections,  by  instructions 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  of  the  Theatre  and  the  two  Cinema  Houses 
in  the  Town.  On  16th  November,  1920,  I  submitted  a  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  Theatre,  and  was  instructed  to  send  a  copy  to  the  Local 
Magistrates’  Clerk.  Early  in  1922,  instructions  were  given  by  the 
Town  Council  to  oppose  the  application  for  the  renewal  of  the  license. 
This  was  subsequently  done. 

Slaughterhouses. — In  1914,  there  were  15  Slaughterhouses,  10  being 
subject  to  annual  licenses.  There  are  now  12  Slaughterhouses.  One 
new  annual  license  in  respect  of  premises  previously  used  as  a  Slaughter¬ 
house  was  granted.  One  annually  licensed  slaughterhouse  is  no  longer 
in  use.

Public  Abattoir. — This  matter  was  considered  in  1911  but  not  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  on  account  of  local  opposition.  In  February,  1919,  the 
matter  again  came  before  your  Sanitary  Committee,  but  no  definite 
action  has  yet  been  taken. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. — The  following  articles  of  Food  were 
condemned  during  the  year  : — 241b.  prawns,  2  boxes  kippers,  all  the 
internal  organs  of  a  heifer,  carcase  of  a  lamb,  4olbs.  of  salted  beef,  and 
the  following  canned  goods  : — 13  tins  peaches,  3  pineapple,  9  tomatoes, 
2  raspberries,  3  beef,  1  tongue  and  2  salmon. 

Disinfection.— 157  Houses  were  disinfected  and  130  lots  of  bedding 
and  clothing.  At  9  houses  the  walls  of  the  rooms  which  had  been  occupied 
by  Tuberculosis  patients,  were  stripped  of  wallpaper,  and  the  rooms 
sprayed. 

Water  Closets. — No  conversions  of  privies  into  water  closets  w7ere 
done  during  the  year,  but  13  additional  water  closets  were  provided,  and 
4  Slop  W.  C.’s  were  converted  into  fresh-water  flushing  W.C.’s. 

The  number  of  privies  converted  into  water  closets  since  1901,  also 
the  additional  W.C.’s  provided,  are  as  follows.  (There  are  very  few7 
privies  remaining,  and  these  are  in  localities  where  there  are  no  sewers).

Shops’  Act. — There  are  497  Shops  on  the  Register.  No  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  instituted,  but  many  traders  were  warned  respecting  the 
exhibition  of  Notices  of  Assistants’  half-holiday  and  provision  of  seats, 
and  for  keeping  their  shops  open  after  the  hour  for  closing. 

Petroleum  Acts. — During  the  year  43  licenses  to  store  Petrol  (24  to 
store  Petrol  only,  17  to  store  Petrol  and  Carbide  of  Calcium,  and  2  to  store 
Carbide  of  Calcium)  were  issued.
